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The  Borough  of  Bridport  conprises  775  acres  in  area.  Its  greatest 
’.Tidth  is  in  the  north,  nliile  a long  narrovf  corridor  connects  it  v/ith 
the  sea  at  West  Bay  where  there  are  two  beaches,  separa.ted  by  the  harbour. 

T}ie  nanufaotiire  of  nets  and  twines  is  the  staple  industry  w'hich  also 
enploys  outworkers  in  their  hones . Other  industries  are  the  naking  of 
pre-cast  concrete  buildings,  light  engineering  and  brewing,  i^hile 
catering  for  sunuer  visitors  plays  a big  parrt  in  the  life  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  West  Dorset  V7ater  Board  took  over  direct  responsibility  for  the 
vra.ter  supply  to  the  Borough  on  1st.

The  Board,  since  its  inception,  has  constructed  nine  reservoirs  of 
a total  capacity  of  1,530,000  gallons  and  laid  37  niles  of  nains,  17  villages 
have  now  been  supplied  and  these  are  Broadoak,  Dottery,  Salway  Ash,  Hooke, 

Stoke  Abbott,  Broadwindsor,  Mosterton,  South  Perrott,  Chedington,  in  the 
Beaninster  Rurai  District,  Synondsb\rry,  Shipton  Gorge,  Loders,  Uploders  Askersvrell, 
Puncknowle,  BexLngton,  Sxiyre , in  the  Bridport  Rural  District,  amd  Bridport  Borough 
has  ha.d  its  supply  augnented. 

Phase  3 will  oonprise  the  la3ing  of  a l2''/9'’  nain  fron  Litton  Cheney  to 
reservoir  No.  6 at  Dottery,  with  spurs  to  feed  reservoirs  No,  28  at  Burton 
Bradstock  and  No,  29  at  Bothenhanpton,  and  the  construction  of  certain 
essential  works  at  the  Litton  Cheney  source. 

The  Board's  work  has  been  so  well  planned  and  carried  out  so  satisfactorily 
that  it  has  re-phased  future  progrannes  with  the  following  provisional  dates.

The  future  sewage  dry  weather  flows  have  been  calctolated  at  35  gallons 
per  head  per  day  for  Bridport  Borough,  and  30  g.h.d,  for  both  the  Rural 
Distidct  areas.  Margins  have  been  allowed  for  infiltration  of  surface 
T/ater  which  is  kno^m  to  exist  in  the  Borough  sewers,  for  possible  future 
trade  wastes  and  for  two  existing  trade  w’astes  (nilk  processing  and  engraving) 
in  the  case  of  Beaninster, 

The  Long  Sea  Outfall. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  reported  in  detail  the  results  of  their  current 
and  float  tests  carried  out  during  the  early  sunner,  Both  Neap  Tides 

and  Spring  Tides  vmre  studied  by  the  use  of  floats  and,  in  addition,  dilution 
tests  were  carried  out  using  both  a special  dye  solution  and  radioactive 
isotopes.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to  three  alternative  discharge  points 
at  5»500,  2f,500  and  3 >500  feet  fron  the  shore. 

The  Connittee  reconuended  that  the  discharge  point  be  4>500  feet  fron  the 
shore  where  the  effluent  Tri.ll  enter  the  sea  in  about  a 60  ft.  depth  of  vrater. 

The  Connittee ’s  second  reconnendation  is  that  a 24  inch  outfall  pipe  be  provided 
in  the  design.  It  is  not  possible  to  say  at  this  stage  what  naterial  could 
best  be  used  for  the  construction  of  the  pipe,  but  the  Consuilting  Engineers 
will  for  the  present,  base  their  design  on  steel  pipes  including  protection  both 
fron  corrosive  action  by  the  sea  externally,  and  fron  intemel  corrosion  by  the 
content  of  the  sewage  effluient.

The  ’depth  of  flow’  recorder  installed  in  April,  showed  that  there  is  in  the 
Borough  Sewers  a considerable  infiltration  of  ground  water  and  inflow  of  stom 
water  of  one  kind  or  another,  and  these  flow  recordings  indicate  that  in  the  town 
area  there  was  not  sufficient  capacity  to  take  the  sewage  fron  the  Rural  District 
areas,  and  consequently  these  new  rural  area  floTvs  vri.!!  be  connected  to  the 
existing  trunk  sewer  at  a point  belov/  the  nain  stom  TTater  overflow  be'sido  ’ sone 
lock  up  garages  off  ^est  Bay  Road,  and  200  yards  south  of  the  Crovm  Hotel.

The  Pollution  of_^yer ^ 

No  serious  pollution  occxirs  in  the  rivers  Brit,  Asker,  and  Sinene  during 
their  course  through  the  Borou^* 
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Pub]j._c  _Cl_ean^sing_, 

Three  nen  are  enployed  f till- tine,  and  two  nen  part- tine,  in  refuse  collection. 
One  refuse  collection  lorry  is  used  full-tine  a,nd  one  part --tine.  The  refuse  is 
tipped  on  a site  at  Bothenhanpton  \7here  a nan  is  fully  enployed  to  keep  the  site 
tidy.  Collections  are  ne.de  daily  fron  central  business  premises  and  tid-ce  v/eekly 
fron  private  houses.  1,000  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  fron  approxina,tely  2,910 
dustbins.  Rags  and  niscellaneous  salvage  ore  collected  and  sold,  Ml  tins  are 
tipped  on  the  refuse  site,  which  is  in  the  Bridport  Rural  District, 

Street  cleaning  was  carried  out  by  3 full-tine  and  1 part-tine  sweepers 
with  street  orderly  carts,  and  a total  of  6 miles  were  swept  daily,  1 mile
